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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

3. Claim 23 recites the limitation "component (b)" in line 4. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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6. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1 966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

7. Claims 1, 3 - 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Nakacho et al (WO 
00/09518), hereafter Nakacho. U.S. Patent No 6,528,559, which corresponds to the 
U.S. Nation Stage of the Nakacho reference, is used as translation. 

8. Nakacho discloses halogen-free flame retardant composition comprising a 
compound selected from metal oxides such as iron oxide, copper oxide (column 11, 
lines 60-61 ) or trivalent phosphorous compound such as triphenyl phosphine (column 
10, lines 66-67); and a phosphazene compound (column 3, line 6 - column 4, line 53). 

9. Nakacho further discloses a flame-retardant resin composition comprising the 
flame retardant above and a resin. A wide variety of resins can be used including 
thermoplastic resin such as polyphenylene ether, polyphenylene sulfide, polycarbonate, 
polyamide, and ABS; thermosetting resin such as unsaturated polyester, diallyl 
phthalate, urea, phenolic, and epoxy resins. The resins can be used singly or in 
combination. The ratio of the phosphazene compound to the resin is 0.1-100: 100 
weight parts (column 8, line 28 - column 9, line 14). 
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1 0. Nakacho further discloses a molded article obtainable by molding the flame 
retardant resin composition above. 

1 1 . Nakacho is silent on the properties of the phosphazene compound as claimed. 
However, the where the claimed and prior art products are identical or substantially 
identical in structure or composition, a prima facie case of either anticipation or 
obviousness has been established. In re Best, 562 F.2d 1252, 1255, 195 USPQ 430, 
433 (CCPA 1977). "When the PTO shows a sound basis for believing that the products 
of the applicant and the prior art are the same, the applicant has the burden of showing 
that they are not." In re Spada, 91 1 F.2d 705, 709, 15 USPQ2d 1655, 1658 (Fed. Cir. 
1990). 

12. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nakacho et al as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Harashina et al 
(WO03/046085), hereafter Harashina. U.S. Patent Application Publication US 
2005/0004292, which corresponds to the U.S. Nation Stage of the Harashina 
reference, is used as translation. 

13. Nakacho discloses using metal oxides such as iron oxide in the flame retardant 
composition. Nakacho does not disclose the amount of metal oxides in the 
composition. 

14. Harashina discloses a flame-retardant resin composition comprising 
phosphazene and an inorganic filler such as iron oxide (paragraph 0169) at about 0.5 to 
60% by weight (paragraph 0172). 
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1 5. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have employed the amount of inorganic filler such as iron oxide 
as taught by Harashina in the flame retardant composition of Nakacho to further 
improve mechanical strength, rigidity, thermal stability and electrical properties.
